Roman Popalace. 


England Saw Several In 183G. 
The first giraffe seen in Europe since 


the tertiary epoch was obtained from 
Alexandria by Julius Caesar and ex- 
hibited at the Circensiangames to crowds 
who expected from its name, "camelo- 
pard," to find in it a- combination the 
size of a camel and the ferocity of a 
panther. Pliny, who described it, echoed 
the public disappointment. "It waa as 
quiet," he wrote, "as a sheep." 


The trade probably reached its maxi- 


mum after it became the fashion to ei- 
txibit combats of wild beasts at Borne; 
yot even then giraffes seem to have been 
scarce in the popular shows, though 
Pompey could exhibit 500 lions at a 
time, and the Emperor Titus, at the ded- 
ication of his new theater, caused the 
slaughter of 5,000 wild beasts. Either 
tue number of wild animals in the prov- 
inces must have been beyond anything 
since known, or the Roman governors 
must have used their despotic powers 
freely to oblige their friends. 


Despots are the best collectors, and 


from the fall of the Roman empire^ till 
the arrival of those placed in the zoolog- 
ical gardens in 1836 the rare appear- 
ances of the giraffe in Europe were in 
each case due to the munificence of 
eastern sultans and pashas. The, prince 
of Damascus gave one to the Emperor 
Frederick II in 1215, and the sold an of 
Egypt presented another to Lorenzo the 
Magnificent, which became the pet of 
Florence, and used to be allowed to walk, 
in the streets and take the presents of 
fruit and cakes extended to it from the 
balconies. From this time the giraffe 
was not seen in Europe until in 1827 the 
pasha of Egypt sent four to Constanti- 
nople, Venice, England and France re- 
spectively. 


The giraffe sent to England was in 


bad health and soon died; but the Pari- 
sians went wild over the pasha's present. 
It ha4 spent the winter at Marseilles, 
and throve there on the milk of the cowa 
which the pasha had sent over for its 
use from Egypt. The prefect of Mar- 
seilles had the arms of France embroid- 
ered on its body cloth, and it entered 
Paris escorted by a Parfour negro, f|as- 
san, an Arab; a Marseilles groom, a 
mulatto interpreter, the prefect of Mar- 
seilles himself and a professor from the 
" Jard|n des Plantes," while troops kep| 
hack the crowd. Thousands came every 
ay to see it, and men and women wore, 
loves, gowns and waistcoats of the 
olor of its spots, 
But the successful expenditure by 


which, in 1836, M. Thibaut procured a 
tock of giraffes for the Zoological so- 
iety owed nothing to the patronage of 
he pasha of Egypt beyond permission 
o enter the Soudan. The caravan left 
he Nile near Dongola, and thence 
jasaed on to the desert of Kordofan. 
'here M. Thibaat engaged the services 
f the Arab sword hunters, whose skill 
,nd courage were of such service to Si?" 
Samuel Baker in his expedition th.iyty 
years later to the sources of the Nile 
ributaries, and in two days they sighted 
he giraffes. 


A female with a fawn was first pur- 
ued by the Arabs, who killed the ani- 
mal with their swords, and next day 
iracked and caught the fawn in the 
horny mimosa scrub. For four days 
he young giraffe was secured by a cord, 
he end of which was held by one of the 
Arabs; at the end of that time it w»s 
>erfectly tame, and trotted after the 
jaravan with the female camels which 
lad been brought to supply it with milk. 
[Tie Arabs were excellent nurses, and 
aught the young creature to drink milk 
)y putting their fingers into its mouth 
and so inducing it to suck. 


Four others which M. Thibaut caught 


died in the cold weather in the desert. 
3ut he replaced three of these and 
jrought four, including the first taken, 
down the Nile to Alexandria, and then 
jy ship to Malta. "Providence alone," 
le wrote, ' 'enabled me to surmount theae. 
difficulties." 
From Malta they yrer& 


wrought to London and safely lodged in 
;he Zoological gardens in the summer 
of 1886. The largest was tUen about 
eleven feet high, the bright of an qduli 
male being twelve feet at the shoulders 
and eighteen feet at the Jiead. FQ? 
many years, as we have said, the giraffes 
throve and multiplied. 
They readily 


took to European food, and ate hay and 
fresh grass from the tall racks with 
which their stables were fitted. 


Onions and sugar were their favprit^ 


delicacies, and jn search of sugar they 
would follow their keepers and slip thefc 
long prehensile tongues into his hands 
qr pockets. But they alwayp retained^ 
a liking for eating flowers, 'a reminis- 
cence perhaps of the days when their 
parents feasted on mimosa blossoms in 
the desert; some time ago one was seen 
to stretch its neck over the railings and 
£0 delicately pip off an artificial rose in 
a young lady's hat. ' They were most af- 
fectionate creatures, and, as M. Thibaut 
noticed when in charge of them in up- 
per Egypt, would shed tears if they 
missed their companions or their usual 
attendants,

press its emotions in this very human 
fashion, is less obvious than the won- 
derful sise and beauty pf the eyes them'; 
selyes, which are far larger than those, 
of any other quadruped. 
While the

supply any* giraffes to occupy the empty 
house in Regent's park. — London Spec- 
tator.

Rulnmaking Bombs. 


A company engaged in the manufac- 


ture of explosives in this city has for 
sale now small bombs about the size of 
frankfurter sausages, with which it la 
said the fanner can bring down small 
showers of ram whenever he sees clouds 
over his land. 


The constituents of one bomb are di- 


vided into two parts, liquid and solid, 
which are both separately nonexplosive, 
These can be kept separate until the 
time conies to use them, when they are 
mixed. 
" The solid part is about an inch in di- 
amo! er and eight inches in length,, anc] 
is wrapped in cotton. These bombs are 
placed in grooved tin boxes, each hold- 
ing ton. A small tin measure, contain- 
ing the liquid part, accompanies each j 
bos. 
It is gv iduatod to blurv tho quan- 


tity needed to saturate the bomb to the 
exploding point.

However, Beaver lay where he fell 20 min- 
utes before aad his groans could be beard 
blocks away. 


It was probably 2 o'clock this mcrning 


when the robbers, Evans and Son tag, left 
the barn and started north toward- the 
mountains. Tbe officers did not leave iu 
pursuit nntil daylight. 
The aien were 


easily tracked along tbe road for four 
miles when they took to tbe fields where 
no tracks were left. 
About 5 o'clock this 


morning they were fourteen miles from 
town and called at the house of ex-Super- 
visor D. B. Robinson for a drink of water. 
A few miles further north they oome to the 
ranch of Harvy Ward, with whom Evans 
was well acquainted. 
They told Ward 


they had killed a man in Viaalia and 
wanted Ward to supply them with a team. 
Ward told tbe desperadoes they ooald 
have a mule and cart. They accepted the 
rig gladly aa they were evidently tired of 
tramping, besides Sontag is just recovering 
the nse of the leg that be broke a few 
weeks ego.

•tortu wave to cross the continent from 
August 9tb to 13th, aad the next will 
reach the Pacific Coast about the 14th, 
cross the wee tern mountains by the close 
of the 15th, the great central valleja from 
the IGth to 18th and the eastern States 
about the 19tb. 
This will be an average 


Btorm in force, peoeded by excessively hot 
weather and followed by a moderately cool 
wave which will move eastward across the 
western mountains about the 17th, the 
great central valley about the 19th and the 
eastern States about the 21at. 


The term great central valleys nsed in 


these forecasts, includes all the country ly- 
ing east of the Booby Mountains and west 
of the Alleghauies. It alao includes Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Michigan, 
Ohio and Wisconsin. 


The most dangerous Btorm wave of Au- 


gust win reach the Pacific Coast about the 
20tb, cross the western mountains by the 
close of the 21st, the great central valleys 
from the 22d to 24th and the eastern States 
about the 25th. This storm will begin to 
inoreaae in force about the 23d, when near 
the Mississippi river, and will become a 
dangerous storm in the upper Ohio valley 
and the eastern States about the 24th and 
25tb. 


A moderately cool wave will cross the

The weather 
however, will average excessively hot dur- 
ing the last half of August, with local 
drouths and excessive raina in places.

The citizens of Nevada, representative* 


pf tbe various Spver {jeagRee, irrespective 
of past patty affiliations, in convention as- 
sembled, do set forth the following declara- 
tion of principles: 


First—We demand tbe fall remonetfza- 


tjon of silver and the (fee and unlimited 
coinage thereof at the preient ratio of six- 
teen to one. 


Second—We are radically and unalter- 


ably opposed to the National Republican 
and Democratic partita on the question ot 
the free coinage of silver, and we denounce 
the action of their recent National Oonven 
tions as inimical to the material interests 
of tbe people of the United States, and es- 
pecially |o those of Nevada and all ihe 
other mining States and Territories; and 
we hereby repudiate tbe nominees of their 
conventions. 


Third—We pledge the nominees of this 


Convention for Presidential Electors, to

Her jewels are the most elaborate 


worn by any woman outside of royalty, 
and even royalty's gems fade before her 
matchless collection of emeralds. In 
some concerts Alme. Patti wears a cos- 
tume of pink and silver brocade, over 
which is worn a delicate green satin de 
imperatrice. 
With this costume she 


wears a dog collar of emeralds set with 
diamonds, a bouquet of roses madeaof 
diamonds and emeralds completely cov- 
ering the front of her bodice.
